WORLD'S FAIR IN CCNGRESS. 


A decided advantage was gained for the World's Fair appro- 
priation bill when Speaker Henderson consented to the plan 
of having a special House committee appointed for its con- 
sideration. 

By referring the bill to « special committee it will be taken 
out of the “ruck” of bills and preserved from the chance of 
falling into the hands of comunittcemen with their hands fuil 
of other business, who may be Indifferent to the project. 

Speaker Henderson comes from a Louisiana Purchase State. 
He is a man of breadth and [Liberal ideas, and, previous to 
his election to the Speakership, expressed himself heartily in 
favor of the ftair. There is good reason to believe that he 
will appoint to the special comnmiittee men who will get the 
bill into shape and report it to the House as soon as pus- 
aible. 

Apparently the World's Fair has carried Congress. The 
cordial reception of the project and the proposition for Gov- 
ernment aid on the part of Congressmen, and especially of 
Eastern Congressmen, who have no special interest in the 
matter, is most gratifying. The measure is greatly strength- 
ened in Congress by the general and strong approval of the 
press of all sections. There is nowhere a single note of dis- 
oord worth attention. 

St. Louisans who have had doulbts of the fair may as well 
make up their minds that the task must be undertaken. The 
sooner they fall into line and catch up with the band wagon 
the better. St. Louls should be prepared to organize when the 
appropriation bill passes Congress.

The wonderful gullibility of the human race {s shown by 
the case with which such men as Miller, with his “get-rich- 
@uick" scheme, was able to plunder the unwary. There is an- 
ether novelty in the Une of frauds, out of which a harvest 


on being reaped by unprincipled schemersa. It ts based on 
the well-known endless chain correspondence method. 

Petticoats seem to be a favorite article with these schem- 
ers. Two frauds have been exposed in which silk petticoats 
were used to gull women victimg of the scheme. The Post- 
Dispatch also has complaints from victims of a shoe-selling 
concern conducted on the endless chain basis. 

The success of this method, in which the first semes of 
buyers is offered an article at less than its supposed value, 
depends on the bringing in of purchasers of coupons, which 
the first buyers get for nothing. The second series of buy- 
ers must, in their turn, bring in anew set of coupon pur- 
chasers, and so on. 

Of course this cannot continue indefinitely and at some 
point in the proecdure a number of persons who hoped to 
get something for nothing find themselves victimized. 

Meanwhile the conductors of the scheme do not loge a 
doliar, Indeed, they usualiy have the details so arranged that 
they get $6 for an article which they advertise for $5. 

Investors in such manifest frauds are not to be pitied 
if they.get bitten. It is mot honest to iry to profit by any 
scheme which must involve some one It is im- 
possible honestly to get something for nothing.
